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Advisory Action 

1 . Applicant argues that the combination of Nicolais with Hamilton et al. and Ahlqvist et al. 
fails to teach or suggest "establishing an inert gaseous atmosphere in the envelope" as required 
by instant claim 1 . In response, it is noted that the only difference between the package of claim 
1 and the package of Nicolais is the presence of an inert atmosphere in the outer envelope. 
Nicolais discloses sealing the outer envelope 20 but not the inert atmosphere. The Examiner 
maintains that it is simply not patentable to take the invention of Nicolais and merely add an 
inert atmosphere to the outer envelope specifically as Ahlqvist et al. recognizes that polymeric 
packaging materials themselves experience degradation in the presence of oxygen when exposed 
to gamma (y)-radiation. As the outer envelope 20 of Nicolais is disclosed to polymeric, it would 
be subject to this type of degradation on at least an exterior surface thereof. The presence of the 
inert atmosphere of Ahlqvist et al. would have ameliorated the problem of degradation due to the 
presence of oxygen.
